Secretary James A. McKibben of the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce this after- 
noon said that though the flight might 
be of some value as advertising, $20,000 
was a large sum to raise for. such a 
acheme, especially as airship flights are 
not at present as great drawing cards 
as they were only a short time ago, 

Mr. McKibben said that the Chamber 
of Commerce is especially interested in 
anything pertaining to the commercial 
and industrial welfare of Boston, and, 
with such an aim, would find many other 
ways in which that amount of money 
might be spent with greater profit to the 
city’s good. He said that if the people 
of Boston evinced a desire to have the 
flight anda practical interest in the 
plan, the Chamber would, of course, be 
glad to help in any way possible; he 
‘doubted, however, that such an interest 
would be shown.

CHS FISHERMENTO 
CFEK FOR A REMED! 


Dogfish are again troubling fishermen 
according to 


New England waters, 


Joseph Mesquita of the Gloucester 
schooner Frances P. Mesquita, in at T 
wharf today with a fare of 24,000 fresh 
fish. The captain says he lost gear to 
the value of $240 on his last trip from 
this 

In addition to the loss of gear, Captain 


Mesquith estimates that he is out sev- 
eral hundred dollars because of the fish 
bitten -off his trawls by dogfish, 

This experience is only one of many, 
and T wharf fishermen are unanimous in 
hoping that some feasible plan may 
soon be put in operation for the elimina- 
tion of this destructive enemy. 

Utilizing the dogfish for oil and fer- 
tilizer, so that fishermen will have some 
incentive for catching the fish in large 
numbers, is the remedy proposed as be- 
ing most practical. Canadian experi- 
ments in this direction are stated to 
have proved highly successful. 

The original plant at Canso, N, S., 
established more than a vear ago, has 
vielded a handsome profit in the sale of 
oil and fertilizer made from the dog- 
fish. ‘The oil is sold in New York at an 
average price of 32 cents a gallon. 

The operation of this) and similar 
factories in the Dominion has shown 
that not only dogtish may be reduced to 
oil and fertilizer at a profit, but that 
various parts of fish of all descriptions 
qthat the fishermen now discard may be 
made use of for this purpose, thus add- 
ing materially to the fishermen's profits.

Plans for the coming summer encamp- 
ment, July 16 to 23, of the first corps 
coast artillery, M. V. M., in Boston 
hatbor forts, have been completed by 
Col. Walter E. Lombard, who today 
sent them to Col. Robert H. Patterson, 
commander of the artillery district of 
Boston, at Ft. Banks. 

Among the new features are 
establishment of a school for coast 
artillery officers for three days, July 9 
to 12, at the forts previous to the en- 
campment. During the tour a school 
for enlisted men to qualify as first and 
second class gunners will be maintained, 
and a board of army officera will ex- 
amine the men to determine their quali- 
fications before the end of the eacamp- 
ment, 

The plan of duty this year includes 
one phase on Friday, when the tugs and 
steamers in the service of the govern- 
ment will be assembled into a war 
squadron. The regulars and coast~artil- 
lervmen will consider the squadron a 
hostile fleet and carry on mimic war- 
fare with blank cartridges. The militia- 
men will have both sub-caliber and ser- 
vice target practise. In the latter 
practise they will fire real ammunition 
from the guns and mortars in the vari- 
ous forts. 

Capt. Frank C. Jewell, quartermaster 
for the artillery district of Boston, is 
now making arrangements for the trans- 
portation of the soldiers to the forts.

FRENCH DEPUTIEo 
PETITION DUMA ON 
FINMMIoH PROBLEM 


(Special to The Monitor.) 
PARIS--A number of deputies have 
lately oceupied themselves with draw- 
ing up and signing an address to the 


Russian Duma, 
bers of that pody to exercise their in- 
fluence and votes in favor of the rights of 
Finland. he petition, it is reported, has 
been organized by Finnish agents in 
Paris, following somewhat the lines of 
a similar petition signed by a certexin 
section of the members of Parliament in 
Germany, England, Holland and Italy, 
anc- has been signed by about 50 sen- 
ators and 100 deputies, being members 
of the group known as “Combists” and | 
“Revolutionaries.” 

The action of the members of both 
houses, in organizing and signing this 
petition, is unprecedented in France, and 
has called forth an immense amount of 
criticism throughout the country. The 
petitioners urge upon the consideration 
of their colleagues of the Duma, that 
Russia cannot withdraw from others 
without prejudicing her honor, that po- 
litical liberty which she has herself ob- 
tained at the cost of so many struggles. 

Judging from expressions of opinion 
on this question, there seems to be a 
unanimous decision that the step taken 
by the petitioners is incorrect, and not 
in accordance with recognized parlia- 
mentary usage and custom. It is pointed 
out that the position of France, in its 
relation to Russia, is quite exceptional 
in fact, almost unique, inasmuch as 
France is the declared ally and friend 
of Russia; and there is no question that 
if the members of the Russian Duma 
were to present a petition addressed to 
the French Chamber of Deputies, or to 
the Senate, dealing with any purely jn- 
ternal matter in ‘France, it would “be 
strongly resented and regarded as an 
unfriendly act on the part of Russia. 

Many of the members of the Duma 
have fought the Stolypine scheme, 
among them the universally trusted 
minister of finance. It has_ been pointed 
out that the Finnish question 3s a pure- 
ly domestic one and must be settled by 
the interested parties themselves, and 
since the adoption by the Duma of the 
bill, the question is probably settled, the 
legislative haste being caused by just 
such foreign petitions. 

The Journal des Debats, in a leading 
article, points out that the French peti- 
tion is practically offensive in charac- 
ter, and that‘it is an unwarrantable ‘pro. 
ceeding for members of Parliament to 
criticize collectively the conduct and 
~ actions of the parliament of a friendly 
power as to its decisions in matters 
Which are purely domestic and internal. 

The reports of the cold welcome ac- 
corded by the Duma to the petitions re- 
ceived on the same subject from a 
section of the Dutch Parliament, and 
from other sources ought to be sufficient 
to discourage all serious people, or, at 
least, those with parliamentary experi-

POWERS TO SEND 
FORCE TO CRETE 


PARIS—To insure respect for their de-

GOVERNMENT WILL TAKE UP 
NAVAL PROGRAM AT ONCE 


(Special to The Monitor.) 

PARIS—Much satisfaction has been 
created by the'government giving notice 
that it intends to insist on the immedi- 
ate discussion by the new Ohamber of 
the naval program laid before the House 
last session. The fasts relating to the 
alleged defects of the old naval adminis- 
tration are common knowledge and it 
will be remembered that when the pres- 
ent naval minister, Admiral Lapeyrere, 
was appointed he at once devoted his at- 
tention specially to the question of the 
reorganization of the navy and the prep- 
aration of a new program of naval con- 
struction. His new program was sub- 
mitted to both houses in February last. 
[t provided for the immediate laying 
down of two warships of 23,500 tons 
each, being part of a scheme for the 
construction of 16 warships. The pro- 
posal for the two warships was adopted 
by all parties in both houses, the trend 
of the speeches leaving no doubt as to 
the feeling of the urgent need for these 
two ironclads. 

Estimates were procured and prepara- 
tions made for building the whole fleet 
of 16 ships, and it was intended that the 
work should be begun this year; how- 
ever, the examination of the larger proj- 
ect by the two houses was not completed 
in time for it to be voted upon before 
the last Parliament was dissolved, and 
consequently it was left over to the new 
Parliament. 

The government, however, made such 
provisional arrangements as would pre- 
vent any serious delay in carrying out 
the program, provided it were authorized 
by the two houses during the present 
session. 

The orders have been inced for the 
two ironclads, and every precaution 
taken to insure their completion within 
three years. The preparations made in 
the arsenals at Brest and Lorient, and 
in private yards, are of such a nature as 
to render necessary the putting into 
operation of the larger program, other- 
wise serious loss will ensue to the gov- 
ernment. At the two ports named, a 
sufficient number of additional skilled 
workmen has been engaged to carry out 
not only the building of the two war- 
ships, but the work entailed by the 
larger program. 

This provision was necessary to enable 
the builders to carry out a regular and 
continuous system of construction, and it 
is the opinion of the expert advisers of 


the government that if the program is 
not voted at once, the benefit which 
should result from the organization al- 
ready made for the purpose of hastening 
the work will be entirely lost. A farther 
serious difficulty in the event of delay 
in commencing the work would be the 
financial question. It would mean heavy 
disbursements for labor and administra- 
tive charges for which the government 
is already pledged, and it would in fact 
be spending heavily without giving 
France the ships she needs. The de- 
cision of the two houses is awaited with 
keen interest. 


J. H. DEVILLIERS 
IS MADE BARON 


LONDON—The King has been gra- 
ciously pleased to confer the dignity of 
a baron of the United Kingdom upon 


K. C. M. G., on the occasion of the estab- 
lishment of the Union of South Africa. 

Son of Charles Christian de Villiers, 
the new peer was educated at the South 
African College, Cape Town, and at the 
Utrecht and Berlin universities. He was 
called to the bar by the Inner temple in 
1865, after which he was attorney-gen- 
eral of Cape Colony. He was appointed 
one of the royal commissioners for the 
settlement of the Transvaal territory in 
1881; represented the cape at the Ot- 
tawa conference, and was a delegate at 
the colonial conference in 1894. He was 
chosen president of the convention which 
drew up the draft of the constitution for 
United South Africa. On the occasion 
of the swearing in of Lord Gladstone, 
the new Governor-General, it was Sir 
John de Villiers who administered the 
oaths to the Governor-General and the 
cabinet.

CAPTAIN AMUNDSEN 


LEAVES ON VOYAGE 
POLAR WATERS 


LONDON—A_ correspondent of the 
Morning Post. writing from Christiania, 
announces that Captain Amundsen has 
just set out on his long and adventurous 
journey to polar altitudes from the marine 
station at Horten. The vessel in which 
the expedition. is sailing is the Fram, 
which has been partially reconstructed 
for the purpose. The Fram has now 
started on what will be her third ex- 
pedition to these regions, Dr. Nansen in 
1893 and Captain Sverdrup in 1898 being 
the leaders of the first and second ex- 
peditions. 

The expedition which has now 
started is provided with every obtain- 
able scientific instrument, in addition to 
which Captain Amundsen has made a 
thorough study of the most modern 
methods of oceanographic’ and meteor- 
ological research. With the instruments 
at his disposal, Captain Amundsen hopes 
to bring back specimens of the bed 
of the polar basin, specimens not only 
of the surface, but of several yards be- 
low the surface. He will also be able 
to measure most accurately the temper- 
ature and saline qualities of the streams 
of the polar basin which have never 
before been known. Other experiments 
such as the gauging of the tide, the 
speed of the wind, etc., will also be 
carried out. 

The expedition is prepared to stay 
away for seven years, and since the ob- 
ject of the expedition is purely scientific, 
Captain Amundsen attaches no great im- 
portance to recording the highest lati- 
tude. The cost of the equipment of the 
Fram is $75,000, and the sum has been 
collected privately.

NEW YORK—The fondest hopes of 
those members of the Intercollegiate

Of the 12 colleges invited to the meet 
only seven have been heard from-—~-Wil- 
liams, Yale, Pennsylvania, Columbia, City 
College of New York, Cornell and Prince- 
ton—-but it is anticipated that several 
of the others-—Ilarvard, Brown, Amherst, 
West Point and Annapolis—will also be 
represented.

RATIONAL GOLF

Just the reverse of the “sliced” shot, 
the ‘‘pulled” ball is one that acquires a 
rotation from right to left through some 
involuntary or voluntary peculiarity of 
the stroke or stance. The “pulled” shot, 
as previously indicated, is not as preva- 
lent among beginners as the sliced one. 
Of course, the novice seldom knows which 
side of the lot he is going to reach, but 
his natural inclination is to draw the 
hands in and slice. 

In this diagram, which represents a 
view of the ball from above, the right to

left rotation is clearly shown. This is 
produced by pushing out the hands at 
the instant of contact, and thus rubbing 
the face of the club across the back of 
the ball to give the spin. 

Another shot accomplishing a similar 
end is the “hook,” in which the club head, 
with toe advancing before the heel, hooks 
the ball out to the left. This, however, 
may be done with a ball flving true to 
the. line from the tee to its final resting 
place, 

It is much harder to “pull” a ball than 
to “slice” one, and the effect of the side 
rotation is much less. It is a very useful 
stroke for adding distance to one’s long 
game, as when the ball comes to earth

Letters by the Thousands — 
Make Replies Impossible 


NEW YORK--Mr. Roosevelt has been 
overwhelmed by the deluge of letters 
and telegrams awaiting him at Oyster 
Bay and at his office with the Outlook. 
‘Thousands of letters have accumulated 
and more are arriving hourly. Many of 
them are friendly greetings, more con- 
tain political advice and not a few are 
from old friends with whom he has 


been corresponding. 


It may interest the writers to know 
that the great mass of this correspond- 
ence will never reach Mr. Roosevelt’s 
eve. 

“While appreciating the kindly thought 
and .good intentions of the people writ- 
ing these letters,” said Mr. Roosevelt 
today, “I would be glad if you would 
make it known through the United Press 
that the volume of my correspondence 
renders it impossible for me to give it 
my personal attention. I regret this 
very much, as I am sure there are many 
letters which I should like to read. 

“It. will be a kindness for well dis- 
posed strangers to refrain from writing 
me or sending me telegrams, 

“An ex-President has no secretary nor 
any appropriation provided for hiring a 
staff of stenographers and typewriters 
such as may be_required to deal with 
this great volume of mail. These out- 
side letters simply swamp _ important 
matters which should receive my _ per- 
sonal attention. I am sure that many 
friends who have received no replies or 
disappointing replies to their letters will 
understand that it is because they have 
never come to my attention.” 

During the 25 days of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s stay in London he received more 
than 3000 letters. During the 17 days 
between March 4, 1909, and the date of 
his sailing for Africa he received more 
than 7000 letters. Mrs. Roosevelt and 
members of his family helped him to 
open and sort this mail, but the absence 
of an office staff made it impossible to 
deal with the letters. In London two 
stenographers were hired to help and 
Lawrence Abbott contributed his services. 
The postofliceand rural free delivery 
men at Oyster Bay say it will be physi- 
cally impossible for them to perform 
their duties until they are given help. 

Mr. Roosevelt came down the sound 
late last night on the Dolphin with See- 
retary Meyer and remained on board 
until this morning, when he drove to 
his office in the Outlook,

GONOERVATION PLAN 


WASHINGTON—In a vigorous speech 
Senator Borah of Idaho, one third of 
whose area is in government reserva- 
tions, discussing conservation in the 
Senate today, declared that the people 
of the western states could better at- 
tend to their local affairs than a bureau 
in Washington. In being deprived of the 
use of their agricultural lands, their 
mines and power sites, they were denied 
equality, which was part of a state’s 
heritage, he charged. 

“Let us have an understanding,” he 
said, “that any conservation policy 
agreed upon must have as its basic 
principle that of economic use and de- 
velopment. These resources are not to 
lie idle, imprisoned and unusable. If 
you join with us in their dedication to 
the economic use of those who will de- 
velop them we will gladly join you in 
formulating a policy of regulation and 
control which will avoid waste, extrava- 
gance and monopoly in so far as it is 
possible. 

_“T say to this Senate that any legis- 
lation upon this subject must be upon 
the basis that western citizenship is 
honest, law-abiding and intelligent: that 
western people appreciate the value of 
these resources and propose to protect 
them; that they are loyal to their 
states and to the nation as a whole, or 
you will make very slow progress in this 
chamber.”

President A. Lawrence Lowell of Har- 
vard University delivered the annual 
baccalaureate sermon Sunday afternoon 


in Appleton chapel, and in the course of 
his remarks pointed out the many oppor- 
tunities for public service open to one 
who is eager to be of value to his fel- 
lows, The seniors in caps and gowns 
entered the chapel in file, led by First 
Marshal Robert C. Brown and R. C. Hal- 
lowell, chairman of the ‘class day com- 
-mittee, After the singing of the bacca- 
jaureate hymn, written to the tune of 
“All Saints,” by Edward Eyre Hunt, 
President Lowell began his sermon, tak- 
ing for his text, “And Jacob was left 
alone; and there wrestled a man with 
him until the breaking of the day... . 
And he said, ‘Let me go, for the day 
breaketh,’ and he said, ‘I will not let 
thee go, except thou bless me.’” Gene- 
gis xxxil, 24-20, 

President Lowell was assisted in the 
service by the Rev, Prescott Evarts, rec- 
tor of Christ church, Cambridge. 

President Lowell said, in part: 

“No doubt men are free, but they are 
not equal. They are limited by their 
natural gifts and by opportunity in 
many things, It ig the use that we make 
of opportunity which really makes the 
possibilities of life. 

“But there is another thing that makes 
a difference in life, and that is the dif- 
ference in the standards which men set 
themselves for their achievements in the 
world; and the standard of a man reg- 
ulates his interests, what he cares for, 
the world in which he lives, the career 
he is to follow and the measure of suc- 
cess Which he will eventually attain.” 

In concluding, President Lowell admon- 
ished his hearers not to yield to first 
failures; said the mere fact of having a 
high aim must be effective; that success 
came only after steady application and 
persistent effort.

Jones of Yale College showed that there 
has been slight decline in the number of 
students attending Yale in recent years. 
In 1905 the enrolment wase1326; in 
1906, 1350; in 1907, 1314, while in 1908 
there were but 1273, and this year but 
1238, A year ago Dean H. P. Wright 
said that the loss was due to general 
financial depression and greater strict- 
ness in marking the entrance examina- 
tion papers.

He said: “There is no field—I say it 
reverently—in which it is so necessary to 
combine intelligence with faith as in our 
idea of God. In former years we were 
bound down by creeds which described 
in detail God’s attributes and God’s 
wishes. You accepted Him as He was 
pictured in those creeds or you rejected 
Him altogethef. Today we try to judge 
for ourselves regarding God’s attributes 
and God’s wishes. Of all responsibilities 
which go with the exercise of private 
judgment this is the greatest. ‘ 

“You can call God the God of jus- 
tice; see to it that your faith takes 


such shape that you could worship Him 
only by doing justice. You call your 
God the God of love; see to it that your 
faith is so shaped as to make you give 
love instead of merely trying to re- 
ceive it. You call Him the God of bat- 
tles; see that your trust in Him is an 
inspiration to you to take your part in 
the battles both with courage and with 
intelligence.”

MAINE LOBSTER FRY 
QTEAMER FINISHED 
CRUISE ALONG COAST 


BANGOR, Me—The “seed _ lobster” 
steamer Sheldrake of the state of Maine, 
in command of Capt. C. A. Packard of 
Rockland, has just completed a cruise 
along the eastern Maine coast, where 
many millions of lobster fry were scat- 
tered in the different bays, and before 
the season is over fully 50,000,000 of 
the baby lobsters will have been liberated 
about the bays and coves. 

Thus far the Sheldrake has distributed 
400,000 fry near Lime island, in Penob- 
scot bay; 300,000 off Eagle island; 100,- 
000 near Sunset, Deer Island; 200,000 
at Swan’s cove, near Little Deer island;

GOLD SKATE FISH 
NEW TO T WHARF 


A curiosity in the shape of a golden 
skate was the object of interest at T 
wharf today. It was brought in by the 
schooner Matchless, Capt. Grant Gaspe. 

The captain says that in his 26 years 
as a fisherman he never saw a skate 
fish of a golden color, and none of the 
other old fishermen could recall seeing 
a skate with any such markings. Aside 
from the color the fish was similar in 
size and general appearance to oth- 
ers of its species. This unique specimen 
was caught in a trawl off Chatham Sat- 
urday.

hey great popularity of the rag rug 
is due, at least partially, to the fact 


that an artistic rug following any color 
scheme may be made at a very reason- 
able price, especially so if one sews her 
own rags. Although they may be bought 
atea very low price in the stores, the 
quality is apt to be inferior to the home- 
made ones. 

The cost of the rug cannot be deter- 
mined by the price of the material by 
the yard, as light weight stuffs at 7 
cents a yard will often make a more 
costly rug than a heavy material at 15 
cents. When thin materials are used 
they must be torn into wide strips as 
they weave very narrow, 

Meavy stuffe must be cut narrow, 
hence a much smaller quantity will be 
needed, says a writer in the Los Angeles 
Herald. While cheesecloth, for instance, 
is inexpensive by the yard, so much of 
it is required for even a small rug that 
it is more costly in the end than a heav- 
ier and more expensive material. Often 
seconds may be had for a very small 
sum, and as the blemishes do not show 
in the finished rug, answer every purpose. 
If a rough surface rug is desired, the rags 
must be torn, but for a smooth surface 
they should be cut. 

The old-fashioned way of sewing them 
by hand was an unnecessary. waste of 
time. The ends should be lapped over 
one another and sewed on the machine. 

By starting on the edge and'stitching 
in. a half circle to back within an inch

Tea the starting point you are ready for 
the next strip, and so on indefinitely. 


When you have sewed as much as you 


care to handle on the machine you )ave 
only to cut the threads between the 
strips and the rags are ready to wind. 
They should be wound in balls of uni- 
form size, weighing about a pound, as 
that is a size and weight easy to handle, 
and also helps in determining the quan- 
titv necessary for the size rug you desire, 
It takes about threegpounds of rags for 
every square yard a 

If you have an abundance of white 
rags a few packages of different dyes 
will give you any color scheme you 
wish to carry out. The dyes are easy 
to use and will save many pennies, 
besides enabling you to get the desired 
color. 

The “hit or miss” rugs with stripes 
of plain color in the border are pretty 
for general use. One great advantage 
these rugs have is that they may be 
put in the wash tub as often as is 
needful for perfect cleanliness. 

The rugs for the nursery may be 
woven with patterns that are a con- 
atant delight to the youngsters, One 
with a border of geese woven in white 
and yellow with a background of blue 
would be a joy to any child. Some have 
borders of Dutch windmills and some 
have whole landscapes. 

The range of subjects is endless, but 
none is prettier than the simple blue and 
white. 


w upper rooms the present fashion

borders is good. Soft gray, pale or tan, 

or two-toned striped white or cream pa- 
pers are preferred for the foundation.

If a room is rather low and dark, a 
good way to give a lighter effect is to 
carry the paper to within two feet of 
the top and have border and ceiling of 
white. This canopy top is not partic- 
ularly fashionable, but it makes a dif- 
ference in the lightness of a room. 

If height is a consideration rather 
than light, run the paper to the ceiling, 
and finish with a narrow picture railing. 
Striped paper increases the apparent 
height of a room, but if 'the proportions 
are small the stripes should not be broad, 
and preferably one-toned in glazed and 
unglazed effects. 


Exposure of a room and the number 
of windows should also be regarded in 
furnishing. The room facing south 
should have a cool, neutral tint, while 
those toward the north should be given 
the appearance of sunlight with warm, 
eheerful papers that do not absorb light. 

Halls that have no windows should be 
ikept light, despite the fashion of the 
moment. If one can afford wooden’ rafter 
and paneling, nothing jg more effective, 
but do not attempt to simulate this 
éffect with different colored dados. These 
were formerly recommended to keep the 
lower part of the paper clean, but they 

are far from stylish. 

Tan is a good paper for a hall 
when it is very dark, when yellow should 
be chosen. Blue should be used sparingly, 
as it has too cold an appearance for 
most halls. |

The general tone of the securities mar- 
kets continues to improve, A more con- 
fident feeling seems to pervade financial 
circles, ‘The announcement of former 
President Roosevelt that he would make 
no public utterance for ‘at least a month 
ascemsa to have temporarily. relieved the 
strain, The return in a few days ‘to 
this country of J. P. Morgan is now 
being discussed with interest, and hope 
is entertained by the bulls that he will 
atart the market upward. Crop condi- 
tions are good and there was more opti- 
mistic talk this morning before the mar- 
ket opened than has been heard in some 
months, 

The better iodine was reflected in a 
opening of New York stocks, 
were fractionally higher all 
Atchison being the only impor- 
tant exception at the opening.

GAIN IN EARNINGS 


NEW YORK-~—Canadian Pacifie in- 
terests in this city, while not having 
received any direct official or authorita- 
tive information, are confident that the 
stockholders will receive a larger distri- 
bution of profits at the next dividend 
period, either from the operations of the 
railroad proper or from land sales, or 
both. 

The directors are scheduled to meet 
in August for action on the semi-annual 
dividend on both the common and pre 
ferred stocks. In some circles it haa 
been believed that the disbursements 
from the earnings of the railroad would 
be increased from the proceeds of land 
sales. 

There has been a very well defined 
rumor that pridr to the August meet< 
ing the directors would announce the 
organization of a company to take over 
the land holdings of the Canadian Pacific 
and that this new corporation would 
have both preferred and common stock, 
a part of which would be given to the 
shareholders of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company as a bonus. 

A well informed Canadian Pacific in. 
terest in commenting upon the probable 
action of the directors with respect to 
these matters, said he was confideng 
that some action along these lines 
would be taken, otherwise he said he 
did not believe the common stock would 
continue to hold so firm at about pres- 
ent quotations. 

It is known that in recent months 
the land sales of the Canadian Pacific 
have been particularly large, and that 
the average price received per acre has 
been considerably higher than ever be- 
fore. 

It is also learned that the Canadian 
Pacific now has on hand a larger amount 
of cash than the management believes 
should be kept in the treasury. Conse- 
quently some of the best informed in. 
terests in this city are confident that 
an extra distribution of some kind will 
be ordered within the next few months, 

On the basis of returns already at 
hand, the gross earnings of the Canadian 
Pacific for the fiscal year ending with 
the current month will be considerably 
in excess of $93,000,000, which would be 
an increase of over $17,000,000 over the 
last fiscal year.

WASHINGTON--The foreign com: 
merce of the United States in the fiscal 
year_which ends with the present month 
will show @ larger total than in any 
earlier year except possibly 1907, The 
combined imports and exports during the 
11 months of the current fiscal year for 
which figures are now ayailable show a 
rand total of 83,0556,000,000, against 
2,738,000,000 — in the corresponding 
months of Y08-9, %2,848,000,000 in the 
like period of 1907-8, and %3,066,000,000 
ih the like period of 1906-7, the total 
for the 11 months of the current year 
being thus $10,000,000 below that of t 
corresponding months of the banner year, 
1906-7, 

Whether the June figures will be ‘suf- 
ficiently large to bring the grand total 
of the fiscal year 1900-10 ab6ve that of 
the banner year 1906-7 is at present un- 
certain, but the available figures fully 
justify the assertion that the total of 
intports and exports will not be ex- 
ceeded by more than one year in the 
history of our commerce. 

The import figures will be the largest 
sin the history of the import trade, while 
the export figures will fall more than 
8100,000,000 below those of the fiscal 
years 1907 and 1908, The excess of ex- 
ports over imports will be smaller than 
in any year since 1896, the figures of the 
11 months ending with May, 1910, show- 
ing an excess of but $17,000,000, indi- 
tating that, the excess for the full 12 
months will not exceed 8200,000,000, as 
against #361,000,000 in the fiseal year 
1009 and $666,000,000 in the fiscal year

Wilful wrong-doing is at all 
times without justification, and deliber- 
ate and purposeful indulgence of beliefs 
and practices known to be debasing and 
demoralizing means to go backward in- 
stead of forward. Likewise one who will 
not let go of his dependence on material 
things in proportion as he learns of the 
actualities and possibilities of the spirit- 
ual will find retrogression to be his 
reward, It should be noted, therefore, 
that though we are to emerge gently we 
must nevertheless emerge. 

The important point is that we are 
not required to go plunging ahead in the 
dark nor throw away our material sup- 
ports before we have learned to use 
those that are spiritual. It may sur- 

rice some persons to learn that if 


riatian Scientists had the authoMity 


and power today to close every horpital 
and doctor's office and hurl the contents 
of every drug store into the\sea they 
would not lift a finger to do anything 
of the sort, The radicaliam of Christian 
Science is an intelligent radicalism in 
which it is clearly discerned that little 
or no good is accomplished for a man 
by attempting forcibly to deprive him 
of that which he has not himeelf real- 
ized to be useless or harmful. To sud- 
denly shut off the supply of drug medi- 
cines from those who have not learned 
that disease is primarily of mental 
origin and therefore may be healed by 
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ance born of that intelligence which is of 
God. It has all come about so gently 
and quietly that the emancipated indi- 
vidual may not be able afterward to re- 
call just when he entered into his lib- 
erty. All he knows is that he responded 
from time to time to the promptings of 
an awakened consciousness and that 
finally, instead of a terrible struggle to 
down a demon habit, he found that 
nothing remained of the habit to be 
struggled with. 

So all along the way in Christian 
Science we find that if we wish truly to 
progress we “wrestle not with flesh and 
blood” (material conditions and prace- 
tices), but with the mental conditions 
that lie back of all material phenomena 
and are subject only to the gentle, refin- 
ing, purifying influences of Truth and 
sve, 

The children of Israel did not &nd 
freedom by reason of mere physical 
separation from Egypt. So long as their 
yearning thoughts went back to the 
fleshpots of bondage they made scant 
progress through the wilderness. The 
Red sea was not the vestibule of the 
promised Jand. Before this could be 
theirs they must be transformed by the 
renewing of the mind; strife and tumult 
must subside, the lesson of the golden 
calf be learned, the folly of human will 
and the inadequacy of material methods 
be made known, the wisdom of the lead- 
ing of the divine Mind be tested and 
proved step by step; all desire for and 
belief in the efficacy of the conditions 
of the old captivity must be cleared 
away. Then they were ready for the 
land flowing with milk and honey. 

Satisfactory progress in any line of 
endeavor consists in taking the right step 
at the right time. This is especially 
true of progress in Christian Science. 
We may not’ be able to see far ahead, 
but if we resist the overzealous prompt- 
ings of impatience as well as the re- 
tarding suggestions of fear, we shall 
clearly discern the mental pillar of cloud 
by day and of fire by night to guide us 
in taking each successive step aright.

In the great majority of the districts throughout 
the East and West there will be no postponement of activities until 
fall. The representatives in the present Congress have been anxious 
for some time past, speaking of them generally, to get back to their 
constituencies, for it is recognized on all sides that the public mind, 
even in districts which have shown but little change for a decade or 
two, is very uncertain. And in no other states are the conditions 
less satisfying to politicians of all shades than in those of the Middle 
West which have lately been classified as insurgent. 
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SINCE five of the more important bills advocated by President 
Taft seem likely to be crystallized into legal enactments by the pres- 
ent Congress, it is probable that he may yet find.a permanent place 
in history as “the l@maker.”’ 
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THE report that there has been introduced in 
the Duma a bill to abolish the Jewish pale 
and that it has the support of 160 members 
is very interesting. It contrasts the action 
of the executive branch of the government 
with the wishes of a respectable portion of 
the Legislature, and shows what may easily 
be a popular demand as against the more 
rigid intention of the authorities. ‘To the 
western mind, persecution of any sort in a 
country as disturbed as Russia and burdened with the problems that 
Russia has, seenis to be folly pure and simple. Here is a state that on 
every hand needs a constructive policy steadily adhered to, and in- 
stead of that we see a series of acts that certainly gain it no sympathy 
abroad and cannot create anything useful at home. 

Persecution is out of date, even in the eves of these that are 

not guided by the highest considerations, for they have found that 
it is followed by reaction and by consequences that in the end never 
do good, To those that seek in their politics the same guidance of 
right that they do in their personal affairs, and of these the number 
grows steadily, it has long been apparent that what was merely 
unitive without reformation was worse than useless to the state. 
ingland found this out in the last century when it removed the 
disabilities of Jews and Roman Catholics and clause by clause 
diminished the savagery. of its penal code, Today that code is very 
much milder and the law is obeyed a hundred times better, 

There is not much doubt that the presence of Jews in a com- 
munity is generally a good thing for its material prosperity; they 
obey the law, they are industrious and they collect capital, the indirect 
benefit of which at all events the state is bound to feel.' To remove 
them, or to treat, them so that they go away, is in that respect to hurt 
a community. The Spain of Ferdinand and Isabella suffered when 
the Jews were driven out, and the same results were felt in France

industry of Spitalfields when such industry might have enriched 
France to this day, had the Huguenots been left alone. But it is 
not upon the material side that a community suffers most by a perse- 
cution, but in the diminution of that moral sensitiveness that must 
exist in a wholesome and flourishing commonwealth. When perse- 
cution is permitted, men are taught by inference that certain results 
can be effected by force and injustice and not by right and mercy; 
their sense of fairness is appreciably dulled and it is lost to the 
service of the state and their friends in the degree that it is lessened. 


and give the coup de grace to Mohammedan domination in Crete. 
That is so obviously the case that it might be imagined that the 
Turkish government would go almost any length to avoid it. 
Unfortunately, signs are not wanting that the Cretan imbroglio has 
been used in Albania and elsewhere to consolidate the threatened 
disruption of the forces of Mohammedanism. The very fact of this 
might at any moment prove the torch in the Armenian barrel of 
gunpowder. It would, therefore, be not less politic than right if 
the government in Constantinople were to make quite clear their 
determination to employ, if necessary, against the Kurd the only 
argument he is at present apparently capable of understanding. 
They have employed this argument against the Latin Turks in 
Albania, whose marauding proclivities threaten the peace and finan- 
cial stability of the western limits of the empire. Let them employ 
it, if requisite, with the same rigor against the Kurdish tribes, whose 
murderous proclivities threaten the safety of their Armenian fel- 
low subjects in the eastern limits of the empire. If they are 
not prepared to risk offending these tribes in order to protect 
the helpless Christian villagers of Kurdia, they will forfeit 
the golden impressions they made when Hamidianism was stamped 
out on the Bosphorus. Europe may yet be found inquiring what the 
practical difference is between the man who incited massacres, and 
the men who stood and looked on because they would not risk the 


danger of interfering.
